“Twenty-one boys who gave their 
lives for the Nazi cause died with 
faith in you; fidelity in you is our 
gate to immortality,” 
Reich’s youth leader, Baldir von 
Schirach, to Hitler in presenting 
him to 50,000 lads. 

In turn, der fuehrer’ told his 
young adherents that Germany 
“will not stand for harm from any- 
body” and that she desires to be 
first, not last, in the “concert of 
nations.” 

A Conception of God. 


Last night, before a women’s dem- | 


onstration Gertrude Scholtzklink, 
Reich women’s leader, said: “Out 


of the seriousness and pride of our in new Germany between the em- 


age we want to carry a conception 
of God to our people through which 
everyone will rise, work, be happy, 
and sleep; a conception that’s with- 
in him, living and active : 

“This fact seems to me to be 
more important tha:. to quarrel 
about the form in which some be- 
lieve they must present God to 
their fellow men.” 

Further emphasis on the evolu- 
tion of a new national German re- 
ligion was laid during the Hitler 
youth rally by the Premier presen- 
tation of an oratorio-like perform- 
ance involving band music, speak- 
ing choruses, individual speakers 
and singing. 

“Holy Fatherland” and “Flag to 
which we all pledged our lives— 
flag ~which is our beginning and 
our end,” were two of the themes. 

Chorus Joins in Rhyme. 

Der fuehrer was told in musical 
rhyme: 

“When you, our fuehrer, call us 
for storm or attack, we shall be- 
gin that attack jubilantly and ready 
for victory.” 

One of the speakers in this” lilt- 
ing drama exclaimed: 

“If we have not time to pray —” 

Whereupon the whole 
joined in: 

“God will nevertheless understand 
us, for whoever consecrates his life 
to his nation will be honored by a 
blessed stand next to the Lord.” 

These utterances were character- 
istic of the whole party conven- 
tion. All the Nazi demonstrations 
were accompanied by a distinctly 
religious or at least mystical flavor 
and many foreign observers agreed 
that to understand the Third Reich 
it is necessary to realize the rev- 
erent attitude which Hitler's dis- 
ciples have concerning their mas- 
ter and teacher. 

Discussing wage and price prob- 
lems, Hitler had explained that as 
far as he was personally concerned 
he would only be too happy if he 
could raise wages and permit pro- 
ducers to raise prices, but economic 
facts would prevent betterment of 
these conditions for sometime 
come. 

He then exclaimed: 

“I don’t own a single share. I 
don't even have a bank account!” 
Demonstration Follows. 

That was the signal for one of 
the most remarkable demonsira- 
tions witnessed during the conven- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—In 
years of active journalism I never 
have met a man so confident of 
his powers, so cocksure of his pri 
vate destiny as Senator Huey P. 
Long. Nor, with the exception of

I ever encountered an individual 
so naturally oblivious to the petty 
graces of human intercourse, so 
independent of, and indifferent to, 
persons around him.

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REGATTA AND CARNIVAL 
UN RIVER NEXT SUNDAY 


Boats of Varied Models to 
Take Part in Races on Mis- 
Sissippi Down Town. 


Sailboat, speedboat, shell and 
swimining races and a motor crui- 
ser parade with naval maneuvers 
will be features of a regatta and 
water carnival to be held on the 
Mississippi river between the Eads 
and Municipal bridges next Sun- 
day (Sept. 22) under the joint aus- 
pices of the American Legion and 
the Inland Yachting Association. 
The regatta is to be held primarily 
for entertainment of Legionnaires 


coming early to the convention. 

It is planned to have a number 
of government river boats tied 
along the levee for inspection by 
the public and to bring a subma- 
rine chaser down from Peoria to 
participate with the U. S. Naval 
‘Reserve sub-chaser stationed at St. 
Louis in a mock naval engagement. 

Concerts by Legion bands will be 
given continuously throughout the 
day, and at night from 7:30 to 9 
o'clock, there will be a display of 
fireworks, possibly from a barge 
anchored across the river near the 
Illinois shore. Scattered over the 
levee will be a number of catfish 
and barbecue stands operated by 
members of the Negro Legion 
posts. 

Sea Scouts to Start Races. 

The progsam wil. begin, winds 
permitting, with two races by the 
St. Louis Sea Scouts. There will be 
a race of 14-foot sailboats and an- 
other for moth class boats, all 
brought from the Sea Scout base 
at Creve Coeur lake. The events 
will take place between 10 and 11 
a. m. 

Following this there will be a 
parade of approximately 50 motor 
cruisers and 25 speedboats and run- 
abouts of the Inland Yachting As- 
sociation from the foot of Arsenal 
street down to the levee, where the 
boats will take up berths. It is 
planned to have the boats escort 
the commander of the Legion or 
his representative, who will be 
aboard the Naval Reserve sub- 
chaser and who may formally open 
the program. 

Between noon and 1 o'clock there 
will be three swimming races: A 
breast stroke race for men, a free- 
style race for women and a three- 
quarter mile sprint for men. From 
1 to 2 o'clock there is scheduled 
a six-oared barge race and an eight- 
oared shell race by craft from the 
Central, Western, North End and 
St. Louis rowing clubs of St. Louis 
and the South Side Rowing Club 
of Quincy, Ill. 

Most Outstanding Events. 

Then there will follow, from 2 
to 4:30 o’clock, a series of five out- 
board, inboard, step-boat and speed- 
boat races, which will be the most 
outstanding events of the day. 
Many of the fastest boats of the 
St. Louis area are entered in the 
open race for speedboats and step- 
boats which will climax the races. 

The next hour will be taken up 
with a series of simple naval ma- 
neuvers executed by a fleet of the 
larger cruisers of the Inland Yacht- 
ing Association, under the direction 
of Capt. G. F. Schwartz of the St. 
Louis Naval Reserve Unit. All 
ships will be in full dress for the 
events. 


SAILING 10 DIIBOUTI 
IN SCORCHING HEAT 


1500-Mile Red Sea Voyage 
From Port Said Full of 
Discomforts. 


By the Associated Press. 

DJIBOUTI, French Somaliland, 
Sept. 14. — American and foreign 
correspondents and photographers 
who have flocked to Ethiopia for 
the threatened war between Italy 
and Ethiopia, have found the five- 
day 1500-mile journey from Port 
Said through the Suez Canal and 
down the scorching Red Sea one of 
the most trying trips in the world. 
At this time of year the heat is 
at its maximum. 

Passengers on the French boats, 
which are the only vessels that call 
regularly at Djibouti, on the coast 
of French Somaliland, which is the 
port for Ethiopia, go about the 
steamer in pajamas. The iced bev- 
erages at the bar soon give out, 
and the traveler is obliged to drink 
unfiltered water. 

Fans Run Day and Night. 

Electric fans are provided in the 
cabins to lessen the discomfort of 
the passengers, but these often 
break down under the strain of be- 
ing run continuously night and day. 
Unless he sleeps on deck, as many 
do, the passenger stews in his small 
berth. 

Before and after luncheon and 
dinner, a nondescript orchestra of 
three pieces, made up of sailors and 
stewards, tries to beguile the lan- 
guor of the heat-smitten passengers. 
An improvised tank filled with wa- 
ter is rigged up on the afterdeck, 
in which passengers may bathe, but 
the water is so warm that it gives 
little relief. 

Though the rates charged on the 
boats running to Djibouti are equal 
to, and in some cases higher, than 
those charged for first-class pass- 
age on the best trans-Atlantic lin- 
ers, the accommodations, food and 
service are inferior to those on the 
American, British, French, German 
and other liners on the Atlantic. 

Landing at Djibouti. 

One day within its destination of 
Djibouti, the Messageries Mari- 
times liner on which several Ameri- 
can newspaper men traveled, burst 
a steam pipe, which crippled the 
vessel for several hours, causing it 
to drift helplessly about the Gulf 
of Aden. After repairs, the boat 
resumed its voyage, arriving at 
Djibouti at midnight, about 14 
hours late. The trip from Mar- 
seilles had taken 11% days. 

In the inky darkness of this prim- 
itive, forbidding port the passen- 
gers for Ethiopia were landed on 
the stone pier. Instantly hordes of 
native hotel runners and touts be- 
gan clamoring for clients. Others 
urged the passengers to employ 
them as porters. French African 
policemen with long whips drove 
them away. 


Two Killed in Auto Collision. 

GALESBURG, Ill, Sept. 14. — 
George A. Quigley, 25 years old, 
and John J. Jordan, 36, city fire- 
man, were killed today when Jor- 
dan’s car collided, head-on, with a 
transfer truck. Five companions in 
Jordan’s car were injured. The 
crash occurred at the intersection 
of State Route 83 and U. 8. 150, 
16 miles north of Galesburg. The 
car was demolished and the truck, 
loaded with 9000 pounds of cast- 
ings, was thrown across the road 
and overturned.

BERLIN, Sept. 14.—The problem 
of raw material supplies holds for 
military experts the secret of Ger- 
man military plans. A shortage of 
foreign exchange and credits makes 
it increasingly difficult for this na- 
tion to buy the metals, textiles, rub- 
ber and other materials that she 
needs for her industry and muni- 
tions makers.

'NTIL Jock Whitney decides to turn loose another million dollars 
for the uplifting of cinema art the movie fans are unlikely to 
see another feature picture made entirely in color. The returns 

are not all in yet by any means, with the third and fourth and subse- 
quent run theaters still to contribute, still it is pretty definitely 
admitted that “‘Becky Sharp,” first feature made by the improved 


Technicolor process, will return little more than its cost to Mr. 
Whitney to say nothing of the loss of interest on the money in- 
vested. 

To be sure Whitney is not worrying over the faet. Deeply in- 


terested in the stock market movements of Technicolor he had the 
satisfaction of seeing his holdings more than triple in value in that 
mart as a result of the extensive publicity attained during the mak- 
ing of the Thackeray story. He made more money that way than 
any picture could possibly have cleaned up and, when the time is 
ripe for another attack on the Bourse, he will probably introduce a 
second one.

The fact that ‘‘Becky Sharp’ was not a very good screen drama 
of course played a big part in its failure to make money. Everything 
else was sacrificed to provide a glorious splash of color and the 
average, non-technical minded customer, seeking entertainment, was 
not specially interested in the very beautiful reds and blues and yel- 
lows which flashed across the screen. Whitney's aids do not intend 
to make that mistake a second time. They are going to find the 
proper play before taking another million-dollar plunge and the next 
drama will be like a modern story and not a costume affair. Thev 
point out that people now know what color is, having seen it on 2 
lavish scale, and it will not be necessary to give them so much of it 


again. .

May Be Taken Over 


By the Government 


Lease to Private Interests at Colo- 


rado Springs Will Expire Jan. 
1, Next. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Sept. 14.—A struggle for control of 
the Pike’s Peak Highway here may 
have an effect on 1936 touring hab- 


its. 

Thus far the dispute has been 
localized, but it may have national 
repercussions soon. There is a@ po 


litical angle involved, with Spencer 
Penrose, wealthy Coloradoan and 
out-spoken liberty leaguer, arrayed 
against the Washington adminis- 
tration. 

Penrose has been operating the 
highway on a 20-year lease. He 
furnished the original construction 
capital, and his allied interests in 
the neighborhood now control most 
of the better tourist facilities and 
a fair part of the scenery. 

Lease to Expire Soon. 

This lease will expire Jan. 1. Pen- 
rose would like to have it renewed. 
He says privately that he doesn't 
feel that the Government will main- 
tain the highway properly and that 
Colorado Springs will suffer as a 
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result. Several thousand dollars are | 
necessary annually to put the high- | 
way in shape after the spring thaw. 

The Penrose interests have been 
charging $2 a head for tourists to. 
reach the 14,000-feet summit. The 
fee may not seem large, but tourist 
bureaus report that entire vacation 
trips are revised because of resent- 
ment against tolls. Motorists es- 
pecially object to the Pike's Peak 
charge since the land is, after all, 
Government property. Travelers as- 
sume that the toll gate will be re- 
moved if the Government takes 
over the road. : 

Government May Operate. 

Although the issue is far from 
settled, indications are that the 
Government will operate the high- 
way next year. Department of In- 
terior men recently made a secret 
survey. Not even the Penrose staff, 
many of whom have been on the 
Peak since the road was built, was 
consulted. 

Penrose abandoned the Labor day 
road race, almost an automobile in- 
stitution. His reason was. that he 
would spend no further money in 
promotion of the Peak. 

In his dispute with the Govern- 
ment, Penrose has an ace up his 
sieeve. He owns Cheyenne Moun- 
tain, which rises abruptly from the 
plains of Colorado Springs, and 
has built an exceptionally fine 
road to the top. The altitude at 
Cheyenne is only 9000 feet, but in 
Many respects the view is even 
more impressive than from Pike's 
Peak. The tourist is going to hear 
plenty about Cheyenne should. the 
Government step into the picture.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
N both sides of the At- 
lantic, inventive man, born 
without wings but with a 
head and hands and a will 
to go places, has recently 
made great strides toward 
realization of one of his 
most extravagant ambitions—an airplane for 
everybody, simple, inexpensive, small, con- 
venient and, above all, foolproof. 

Developing in Europe with the aid of 
the British Empire Air League, and in the 
United States in the hands of the Bureau 
of Air Commerce, both achievements began 
under the most unofficial and unexciting 
auspices. Both were home-made airplanes; 
one built in the back corners of an auto- 
mobile shop at Santa Monica. California, 
and the other constructed by a Frenchman 
——who found ordinary airplanes much, much 
too complicated for him—in a tent in the 
Department of Aisne. 

| But the experts believe they bring in 
sight the day when every person able to 
own or drive an automobile can have a 
Private airplane. It is a day that inventors 
have dreamed of since the time of Leonardo 
da Vinci. It has been a goal of aviation, 
perhaps the chief goal, since the Wright 
brothers Proved that flight was possible, but 
until now the terrific complications of learn- 
ing to fly, the prohibitive cost and the 
hazards with which the simplest and safest 
airplane confronted the amateur, have rele- 
gated it, or so it seemed, to the remote 
future, 

Now the French inventor of the “Flying 
Flea” and the United States Government 
sponsors of the Waterman tailless plane 
believe they have thachines which can be 
built in the cost range of the automobile 
and flown by anyone with the mental and 
Physical equipment to drive a flivver. The 
Frenchman, who “couldn't learn to fly,” re- 
cently piloted his “Flea” across the English 
Channel and began an air tour which has

attracted thousands to British airports to see 
this latest mechanical wonder in operation. 
The Waterman airplane was shown to be 
comparatively foolproof a few days ago at 
Washington, D. C., when a newspaper re- 
porter took it up for a flight without ever 
taking a lesson—or even taking off his coat. 

The Waterman plane, one of four which 
the Bureau of Air Commerce is developing 
toward “a plane for everybody,” was piloted 
from California by a novice, so far as mod- 
ern airplanes are concerned — John H. 
Geisse, chief of the development section of 
the bureau, who is 42 
years old and, except for 
a little instruction last 
year, had not flown 
since the World War. 

“If I could fly it 
across the country,' 
Geisse comments, “any 
normal man ought to be 
able to handle it under 
normal _ conditions.”’ 
Since it has been under 
test at Bolling Field— 
the Army aviation post 
at Washington—a num- 
ber of amateurs have 
flown it without instruc- 
tion. 

“It is not exactly 
foolproof in its present 
condition,” says Geisse, 
“but very close to being 
so. Even in the shape 
in which it was flown 
from the West Coast, 
the plane could not be 
stalled or spun by any 
normal or reasonably ab- 
normal use or abuse of 
the controls.”’ 

Therein it has elim- 
inated one of the chief 
hazards of amateur avia- 
tion. It has also 
knocked out the danger 
of nosing over on land- 
ing or taking off, and

Nosing over is prevented mainly by the 
three-wheel landing gear, with the third 
wheel under the nose of the fuselage.

an automobile body, a feature of importance 
in considering “garage” space. It puts the 
little ship one step nearer the “roadable™ 
plane, for, to drive it over the highway, only 
the wings would have to be dealt with. 
Stepping into the cabin, the pilot is in a 
“bay window” which gives unobstructed 
view ahead, on both sides and below—-in it- 
self a safety factor. As he taxis down the 
field, the plane shows no disposition to take 
off until he pulls back the control stick— 
and even here, an ordinary and not unusual 
mistake of judgment will cause no harm. 
If the plane has 
gained flying speed, up 
it goes. If not, it just 
bounces harmlessly. If 
there's room, the pilot 
opens up and tries it 
again. If not, he just 
steps on the brake, stops 
and goes back for a 
fresh start. 

Off the ground, he 
is free of worry about 
co-ordination of ailerons 
and rudder. Any turn 
may be made with the 
rudder alone, the 
ship is said to bank 
properly at any speed 
for any degree of turn. 

Coming down, he can 
land at any speed up to 
80 miles an hour and at 
any likely angle, the 
plane does not have to 
be leveled off near the 
ground, and so he can 
misjudge his height with- 
out paying the penality 
of cracking up. He can 
jam on the brakes the 
moment the wheels 
touch the ground. 

“It's practically im- 
possible to get into 
trouble except by ac- 
tually running into

Many changes are still to be made. 
Handmade, much of it was necessarily crude 
and heavy. The special steel propeller de- 
signed for it has never been delivered. It 
has been operated so far with an inefficient 
wooden propeller which just happened to be 
handy. Department of Commerce officials 
feel that every improvement in construction 
will be reflected in performance. 

It has a four-cylinder, inverted, air- 
cooled aviation engine of 95 horsepower. 
Two of the four other experimental ships 
being constructed for the bureau use auto- 
mobile engines, and the Waterman plane is 
to be tried out with that kind of a power 
plant 

As it stands, with the old propeller and 
all the extra weight, it cruises at 90 miles 
an hour, has a ceiling of moré than 12,000 
feet, and averaged 13 to 14 miles to the 
gallon of gasoline on the transcontinental 
flight. 


HE French amateur's “Flying Flea,” 

built at a cost of $350 with a putt-putt- 
ing two-cylinder motorcycle engine, cruises 
at 60 to 80 miles an hour and flies 40 to 50 
miles on a gallon of fuel and 1250 miles on 
a gallon of oil. Perhaps the most convincing 
testimony of its foolproof-ness is that the in- 
ventor cracked up dozens of times while he 
was perfecting it, but came down so gently 
that he suffered not the slightest injury 

It also has no tail to speak of, and the 
tandem position of the two wings-—the top 
wing is set forward, the lower wing back 
of the cockpit, extending to the rudder— 
has somewhat the same effect as the back- 
ward slant of the Waterman wings. It like: 
wise has no ailerons. The top wing is mov- 
able, taking the place of elevators. 

Thus Henri Mignet, editorialized in the 
certainly not impressionable Manchester 
Guardian as “inventor and propagator of the 
smallest and cheapest aeroplanes in the 
world,” has simplified flying ‘by eliminating 
the tailplane, the elevators, the ailerons and 
the rudder bars, and concentrating all con- 
trols in the ‘joystick.’ The position of the 
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wings serves the purpose of slote—a 
feature of the most advanced and com- 
plicated speed planes — to prevent 
“stalling,” which causes accidents 
when an airplane loses flying speed. 
Like the Waterman, it is incapable of 
spinning. In all the mishaps M. Mig- 
net had while he was perfecting it, the 
ship “fluttered down like a parachute.”’ 

It has no cabin like the Waterman, 
and the pilot sits out in front in a tiny 
cockpit, behind the toy-like motor and 
propeller. The wingspan is 12 feet, 
the motor is 20 horsepower, and the 
fuel tank holds 4% gallons—enough 
for 180 to 225 miles. 

M. Mignet has taken out patents 
that control its production for sale, 
but does not prevent anyone from 
building his own. In fact, he has writ- 
ten a book telling how to do it, and 
the volume has been translated into 
English by the Air League. Two have 
been built in Yorkshire at a cost of 
about $375 each—Mignet says it can 
be done for $100 besides the engine 
cost—-and 400 or more in France. 

The dapper little inventor built his 
own in secret more than a year ago, 
camping out with his wife and hiding 
from officials who would have pre- 
vented his taking the air in the odd 
contraption—thoug, says Mme. Mig- 
net, who stitched the linen for the 
wings herself, the gendarmes actually 
helped her husband take off on his 
trial flights. 

A few weeks ago he decided to cross 
the Channel in his Pou-du-Ciel—liter- 
ally ‘‘Sky-Louse”’ or “Louse of Heaven”’ 
— ‘to show the critics that it ig real 
and that it:can fly.’”” At Calais some- 
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thing went wrong with the engine. 
Head winds were so strong that sea- 
soned aviators and airport officials on 
both sides of the Channel were con- 
vinced he’d never make it. 

But a little before 7 in the eve- 
ning, he marched up the steps of the 
Calais airdrome with a new engine 
tucked under his arm. In a few min- 
utes it had been fitted tn the ‘Fiea,’’ 
in 12 minutes he had completed a trial 
flight, and in 61 minutes he was land- 
ing at Lympne Airdrome, England. 

A handful of worried officials, noti- 
fied of his take-off from Calais, waited 
at the British landing field, All at 
onoe their binoculars picked up a dis- 
tant speck, the escort plane. Minutes 
later they made out the ‘‘Flea.’’ 


ITH the putt-putt of its little 
WV gnat-motor hardly audible to 
the cheering onlookers, it set- 
tled down “like a butterfly’ and came 
to a stand after a surprisingly short 
run. Out stepped a dapper little 
Frenchman, who immediately turned 
and dived into the cockpit, reappear- 
ing with a little attache bag. He was 
dressed like a bookkeeper, in business 
suit and starched collar. His one con- 
cession to the trappings of adventure 
was an inflated bicycle tire which he 
wore around his waist in precaution 
against an accident over the Channel. 
Sir Philip Sassoon, Undersecretary 
of State for Air, and Captain J, P. 
Morkham of the Air Ministry were 
waiting for him. Captain Morkham 
stepped forward to greet him, but M. 
Mignet put his fingers to his ears and 
cried, “Oh, I cannot hear. It is the 
engine.”’ 
“The trip was really quite unevent- 


ful,” he said later, ‘‘except that the 
engine made me very deaf.’’ 

Dozens of flying clubs and several 
technical societies were eager to see 
and judge ‘‘M. Mignet’s Midget’ for 
themselves. His flight was declared 
‘as romantic and possibly as import- 
ant as the first flight across the Chan- 
nel by M, Bleriot.”” Sponsored by a 
London paper, he began a three-week 
demonstration tour, but first, on the 
day after his arrival, he gave a private 
demonstration for the Undersecretary 
of State for Air. 

Alone he pushed the “Sky-Louse’”’ 
out on the grass, threw the propeller 
across compression, and, as the motor 
responded, climbed in. The little plane 
took a brief run, hovered a moment 
like an errant butterfly and then ab- 
ruptly rose and swung away and out 
of sight over woods. 

Another plane followed with a news- 
reel photographer, but the pilot had 
his task cut out for him. The ‘Flea’ 
slowed down until the ordinary plane 
stalled. The “Flea” dived as though 
about to land, hovered again three feet 
above the ground, and then climbed so 
sharply that spectators said it ‘leaped 
upward into the air.’’ More than once 
the other pilot lost sight of it. 

“You are pleased with my Pou-du- 
Ciel, yes?’’ asked M. Mignet when he 
had landed again. ‘‘You like the way 
it fly?’’ 

Sir Philip said he'd like to have one 
himself, 

“I came to England because I am 
told that some of your experts have 
laughed,’’ said the inventor. ‘But if 
you ask the barber, or the woman that 
sells tomatoes—they all know my lit- 
tle machine.”’

Bridge several hours later, he chiseled 
into a game of baseball with some 
boys playing on the street, They 
weren't very good, so Robert left after 
a few innings and ascended the ramp 
to the bridge.

He walked aboard and engaged 
them in conversation. When twilight 
merged into darkness, they advised 
him to run on home, so Robert bade 
them good-night and strolled down to 
Fifty-fourth street, During the day 
divers had been working there, search- 
ing for the body of Jackie Kaul, a 
5-year-old, whose lifeless form was 
subsequently to be taken from the 
stream. The divers’ scow was de 
serted, so Robert crept aboard and 
disappeared, unafraid, into the inky 
blackness of the hold. There he 
passed the night, lulled to sleep by 
the slapping of the waves against the 
wooden hull.

LADENTOWN, New York. 

HE Jackson 
Whites, one of the 
most accursed hu- 
man families on 
the face of the 
globe, are on the 
march again for 
the first time since 
the American Rev- 
olution. Spat upon 


§ by civilization for a century and a half, 


these exiles are being irresistibly 
forced from their Ramapo Moun- 
tains retreat by the creation of an 
artificial lake for the Palisades Inter- 
state Park. Illiterate, semi-degener- 
ate, but somehow self-sufficient, the 
100 families ousted by the dynamite 
blasting for the lake are trekking to 
other hill hiding places. 

Certainly they will not head for the 
spires of Manhattan, which, on a clear 
day, they can see shining in a silver 
haze 32 miles away. Still implanted 
deep in the hearts of these ancient 
refugees is a resentment against the 
social hardness which turned their an- 
cestors into outcasts. Many of those 
forebears trudged into the Ramapos 
from old New 
warm stockades to walk a bloody trail 
into oblivion. Women heavy with un- 
born children were stoned by early 
settlers and left to die in the snow. 

The survivors staggered on and 
found peace and quiet—and fish and 
game—in the lovely Ramapos. Now 
even this ancestral’ refuge is being 
taken from them. 

Along with the casualties of the 
lake improvement are the Conklin 
family, descendants of old Colonial 
stock, who have lived alongside the 
Jackson Whites in harmony for 150 
years. The Conklins have kept their 
strain pure, however.. Ignorant and 
unlettered, these last of the Colonial 
mountaineers in the Ramapos bear 
themselves with a dignity their neigh- 
bors lack. They have never mated 
with the Jackson Whites. Indeed, such 
& suggestion might result in a venge- 
ful shotgun blast, for to term an or- 
dinary American a Jackson White in 
this vicinity is to offer the vilest in- 
sult. Throughout the East, the term 
Jackson White is one of deepest op- 
probrium. 

And small wonder, when one looks 
into the miserable origins of this queer 
ethnological offshoot, which surpasses 
in primitive degradation the Jeeter 
Lesters of ‘“‘Tobacco Road.” The ele- 
ments which went to make up the 
Jackson Whites were: The remnants 
of a tribe of homeless Indians; pros- 
titutes shipped from England to New 
York to amuse the British soldiers 
during the Revolution; Hessian mer- 
cenaries, runaway Negro slaves, horse 
thieves and convicts escaped from 
prison ships. 

The terrible vengeance of a group 
of German settlers in the northeastern 
bart of the colony of North Carolina 
gave the Jackson Whites their start. 
In the early 17008 the Tuscarora In- 
dians, whom the colonists had driven 
from their hunting grounds, returned 
and massacred hundreds of the Ger- 
ore Slowly and deliberately the 
alates tae and returned the 

new allies—dead- 

ly riflemen from neighboring South 

Carolina. The Tuscaroras, with their 

bows and arrows, were no match for 

a Almost wiped out, they 

re forced to sign a treaty promising 
berpetual peace. 

Whipped and broken in spirit, the 
Tuscaroras asked permission to set up 
their tepees anew in New York colony, 
alongside the Five Nations of the Iro- 
quois. The colonists agreed and even 
purchased wagons, horses and provi- 
sions for the trip. Over the Cumber- 
land Trail bumped the remnants of a 
Once proud tribe. The Tuscaroras set- 
tled in the Ramapos near here.

the melting pot after the Revolution. 
During the Colonial brawl, New York 
City was host to many British regi- 
ments. Soldiers being as they are, the 
Tories, seeking—so they said——to pro- 
tect their own daughters and wives 
from indignity, prevailed upon the 
British War Office to fill the void in 
the barracks life by sending over a 
few shipments of unattached women. 

The War Office turned the rather 
grisly task over to a man named Jack- 
son, ordering him to ship 3500 women 
to America. The first name of the 
man, whose surname survives as 4 
symbol of racial depravity, has been 
lost in the mists of history. But Jack- 
son was equal to his assignment. First, 
he combed the disorderly houses of 
London, and when this left him a few 
hundred females short, he had girls 
shanghaied off the streets. For 
months no woman dared to walk the 
London streets after dark without a 


beefy escort. 


tractor, Jackson provided miser- 

able accommodations for his hire- 
lings. Twenty creaking vessels set 
sail with the unfortunate scourings 
of the brothels and their even more 
luckless shanghaied sisters. One ship 
sank in a storm with 560 women and 
the crew. Jackson, paid so much a 
head, couldn’t bear to lose his fees. 
So he sent a ship to the West Indies

for a cargo of Negro women. All the 
women, whites and blacks, were 
shoved into the British stockade, 


which was just north of Greenwich 
Village. A Tory newspaper gave the 
miserable women their labels—Jack- 
son’s Whites and Jackson’s Blacks. 
The former has survived, without the 
apostrophe ‘‘s,’’ ever since. 

Forced to evacuate New York, the 
soldiers and Tories, who were prepar- 
ing to go to Nova Scotia, were faced 
with the problem of what to do with 
the imported women. Unable to take 
them along to Nova Scotia, they sim- 
ply opened the gates of the stockade 
and drove the women forth to shift

for themselves. Many carried small 
children and many others were ap- 
proaching motherhood. A lucky few 
were buoyed up by rudely faithful 
Tory or soldier lovers. 

There was no welcome for the 3000 
refugees as they tramped across the 
Jersey meadows and turned north 
through the Saddle River Valley. 
Farmers set dogs on them and sped 
them with sticks and stones. The 
wretched stragglers found a haven 
among the Tuscaroras. 

The news of the harem-like settle- 
ment in the Ramapos spread over the 
East. Negro slaves from the South 
hid out in the settlement and stayed 
on. So did fugitive convicts and 
those with whom the law had not 
quite caught up. 

Hessian soldiers contributed much 
to the group, too. These red-faced na- 
tives of the German states Hesse-Cas- 
sel] and Brunswick had been sold by 
their Princes to the British. The 
Duke of Brunswick got $11.66 each, 
plus $34.98 apiece for those killed or 
maimed. Once the Duke complained 
angrily that his men were not being 
killed fast enough. So the British, 
who openly despised the mercenaries, 
placed them in the most dangerous 
posts during subsequent battles. 

Abused by the British and shot by 
their own officers if they attempted to 
retreat, the luckless Hessians desert- 
ed whenever they got a good chance. 
The Ramapos were a_ convenient 
sanctuary and they settled down

with the beaten Indians, the exiled 
prostitutes, et al. Since then the 
Jackson Whites have kept their com- 
munity intact, except for two broth- 
ers from Italy who somehow chiseled 
in early in the 1870s. 

Today traces of many races show in 
the faces of the descendants. In the 
hodge-podge, Indian blood shows in 
prominent cheekbones, Negro blood in 
short stature and flat faces, Hessian 
blood in curly red hair and albino fea- 
tures. They sing old British songs 
brought over from the London bordel- 
los. They rule themselves, without 
help from State or county authorities. 
They don’t marry, but merely mate. A 
son takes a wife and settles in his pap- 
py’s one-room cabin until he can build 
one himself. All the cabins are one- 
room affairs. There are no beds, only 
mattresses laid on the floor. 

A small patch of ground supplies 
potatoes, corn and garden truck. There 
are plenty of berries on the mountain 
side and the streams and woods 
abound with fish and game. Every 
settler owns a gun, no matter how 
poor he may be. Nobody has any 
money. There is no need for it. 

They make hampers and fruit bas- 
kets out of beaten and hand-dried 
swamp maple and take them to the 
nearest village. Hereabouts they take 
them to Pincus Margulies’ general 
store. Margulies, who is Justice of 
the Peace and leading citizen of this 
valley, sells the handiwork and gives 
the settlers credit on his books. They 
take out the credit in oil for their 
lamps, or in candles if they don’t use 
lamps; in sugar, rubber boots and 
possibly high shoes for the women 
folks for special use. 

A Jackson White woman is lucky in- 
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deed if she owns a pair of shoes. Most- 
ly they just go around barefooted. 
When they marry, they get a print 
dress or two from the general store. 
None gets silk stockings. When a 
stranger approaches, they scow! dark- 
ly and go inside the cabin while their 
mates repel intimacy with grunts or 
monosyllabic answers. 

They say in Ladentown that one of 
the ways you can tell the American 
Conklins from the Jackson Whites is 
this: The Jackson Whites let their 
hogs and heifers roam indoors. The 
Conklins mate without benefit of 
clergy, but they don’t let the sow in 
their cabin. 

Religion and formal law have been 
ignored by the outcasts. Ramsey 
Conklin allows that he recalls when 
the menfolk would gather of a Sun- 
day on a big rock and talk about God, 
but no minister or priest ever had any 
luck with them. Conklin doesn’t re- 
member any missionary ever trying to 
convert them. 

A hardy couple, Francis Wheaton 
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ind his wife, once tried to educate the 
poor whites. Forty years ago the pair 
bought a 42-acre tract on top one of 
the mountains. To avoid the hostility 
of the natives to invasion, they took 
their household goods to their prop- 
erty under gover of darkness. 

Mrs. Wheaton, who was a Welles- 
ley graduate, started a free schoo! in 
her home and, after much persuasion, 
got a handful of youngsters to come. 
It took many bribes of candy and 
cookies. The experiment had only a 
partial success and the State took over 
the project. Mrs. Wheaton died in 
1912. Wheaton, in 1930, was taken 
to the poorhouse, penniless. The State 
has since given up the effort. 

The few investigators who have 
managed to gain the confidence of the 
Jackson Whites report that Bill ( Buf- 
falo Bill) Mann is a typical member 
of the group. Bill is bearded and his 
long hair droops over his shoulders. 
He is stooped and tusk-toothed. He 
doesn’t know who his parents were 
and doesn’t care. Nor can he tell how 
long he has occupied his cabin, or 
when his wife died. He speaks a 
grunting backwoods English. He has 
high cheekbones, slant eyes and dark 
yellowish skin—a combination of In- 
dian, Negro and Mongolian. His son, 
Charlie, is in a sanitarium from drink- 
ing bad whisky. Other relatives are 
mentally unbalanced congenitally. 


spread over into New Jersey as 

far as Budd Lake, in Sussex 
County, there are several other similar 
groups near here. One of the best 
known is the Pineys, a strange mixture 
of Negroes, Indians and Portuguese, 
who live in dirty turf huts and primi- 
tive dugouts in the pine woods of low- 
er Burlington County, in New Jersey. 
They make the best peach brandy and 
applejack in this part of the country, 
or did before repeal checked them. 
They are thinning out now. 

The Jackson Whites in this district 
are heading farther into the Ramapos 
and over into New Jersey. The Conk- 
lins, whose distant ancestor settied 
here when Claudius Smith and his 
raiders were harrying the farmers, 
have found temporary refuge in an 
abandoned schoolhouse in Ladentown, 
within sight of the site of their old 
cabin, now covered by the waters of 
the new lake. The Conklins don’t 
know what to do—they are, besides 
Ramsey, aged 62, his wife and three 
sons, two of whom have wives and 
children. 

Exactly as Jeeter Lester, Ramsey 
cannot comprehend how anybody can 
come along and take away the land 
occupied by him and his pappy before 
him and his grandpappy, and so on. 

“This land, it’s been ours as far 
back as any man can count,” he says 
moodily. “Sign for it? No. The first 
Conklin never signed nothin.’ He got 
the land from the Coles. And my 
pappy didn’t sign nothin.’ And I didn’! 
sign nothin’. But it were ours!”’

HE new manager

‘store. Furthermore, he is a Rotarian 


and a Mason, and he devotes a good 
deal of attention to par as well as to 
musical scores. 

Despite these prosaic elements, Ed- 
ward Johnson brings to the job of di- 
recting the greatest operatic enter- 
prise in tMis country a long and close 
acquaintanceship with the artistic and 
glamourous world it represents. For 
12 years he has been a leading tenor 
with the Metropolitan, a part of its 
aggregation of talent and tempera- 
ment. He will have the distinction of 
being the first of its singing stars to 
be completely in charge of the produc- 
tions of the noted musical institution 
at Broadway and Thirty-ninth street. 

Johnson began getting musical ex- 


‘perience at an early age. He was 


taught the piano as a small boy in 
Guelph, Canada, where he was born, 
of Welsh and Irish stock. But public 
demand diverted him to another in- 
The town band needed a 
flute player, so young Edward learned 
to play the flute, the town paying for 
his lessons. When he had attained 
sufficient proficiency, he played with 
the band in the local theater for trav- 
eling shows whose incidental music 
had to be furnished by home talent.

Playing in the town band, however, 
did not give a complete outlet to the 
lad’s musical powers. It developed 
that he had a vofce, and singing be- 
gan to command more and more of his 
interest, forcing piano and flute into 
the background. When he came to 
New York at the age of 19, it was to 
“make something’”’ of his voice. 

Johnson was singing in a church 
choir when he met Herbert Wither- 
spoon, a well-known singer. The old- 
er man was impressed with the youth’s 
talent, and recommended him for the 
leading role in Oscar Straus’ light mu- 
sical, ‘The Waltz Dream,” then being 
prepared for production. The young 
Canadian got the job, and filled it so 
well during the run of the show at 
the Broadway Theater that the pro- 
ducers offered him an extremely juicy 
salary to continue singing in operettas 
for them. 


s0n wanted. He refused the of- 

fer, and, with the money saved 

during his appearance behind the foot- 
lights, went to Europe to study. 

When the war broke out Johnson 

was singing at La Scala, in Milan— 


B UT that wasn’t the career John- 


his name Italianized into Edoardo di 


Giovanni. He left Italian opera and 
joined a group of artists that enter- 
tained the English and American sol- 
diers serving with the Italian forces. 
By 1922 Johnson’s singing had re- 
ceived such acclaim that he was invit- 
ed to join the Metropolitan. It was 14 
years since he had sung in the operet- 
ta at the Broadway Theater, two 
blocks away. It was two years after 
the death of Caruso, and tenors were 
still straining their diaphragms and 
nasal cavities in efforts to succeed to 
his place in the operatic limelight. 


Johnson didn’t prove to be another 
Caruso. Neither did anyone else. But 
he sang and played his parts with such 
intelligence that he became a favorite 
with Met audiences, and many lead- 
ing roles, including those in the Amer- 
ican operas, ‘“‘The King’s Henchman’”’ 
and ‘‘Peter Ibbetson,’’ were intrusted 
to him. 

Giulio Gatti-Casazza, after 27 years 
of authority at the Metropolitan, gave 
up the managerial post, and Herbert 
Witherspoon’ was appointed his suc- 
cessor. A few weeks later Wither- 
spoon was dead. And as his recom- 
mendation had given Johnson his first 
New York singing role, his death gave 
the tenor the opportunity to round out 
his career in one of the most impor- 
tant executive positions in the realm 
of music, Johnson was named to suc- 
seed his early sponsor as manager of 
the Metropolitan. ; 

The announcement of his appoint- 
ment brought this comment from one 
music critic: ‘‘That Edward Johnson 
has never before managed a great op- 
era house is to his advantage. He will 
have no bad habits to unlearn, no 
hampering traditions to surmount, no 
deadening background of compromise 
and routine from which to cut loose. 
He knows the difference between good 
artists and poor ones; he knows what 
makes a performance coherent and dy- 
namic and what makes it perfunctory 
and inert; gud he loves and respects 
good music.” 

Johnson thinks it unlikely that he 
will continue to sing at the Metro- 
politan. He expects his job as man- 
ager to keep him sufficiently busy. 
He is now occupied with preparations 
for the 1935-36 season, which will 
open December 16. 

Sitting at his desk the other day, a

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
O MATTER what environ- 
ment James D. Preston 
had been born into, he 
would have set out to 
change it. With a tact 
and understanding of hu- 
man beings as great per- 
haps as his energy, Preston has 
brought major changes to the sacro- 
sanct, unchangeable world that is 
made up of the United States Senate 
chamber and the officialdom attached 
to it. 

To say that Preston was born into 
the Senate is almost accurate. His fa- 
ther was a newspaper man and at a 
very early age young Jim went to 
work in the office of one of the elder 
Preston’s colleagues. And from here 
he was graduated, only a few years 
later, to the post of keeper of the Sen- 
ate press gallery. It was at that time 
hardly more than a doorkeeper’s job. 

He stayed at this post for 35 years, 
becoming an invaluable liaison offi- 
cer between the press and the Govern- 
ment, lending to the position of super- 
intendent of the press gallery a dis- 
tinction that was part of his tempera- 
ment.

After 35 strenuous years, during 
which he acted as stage manager for 
most of the great events that occurred 
in the Capitol, both in and out of the 
Senate, Preston felt that he should re- 
tire.

He 
had his new office far from the noisy 
swirl of affairs, among moldering files 
above the Senate chamber. But still 
he was industrious, so industrious that 
he unearthed priceless, long-forgotten 
documents and rescued them from im- 
minent decay. 

Now he has left the Senate, and that 
is news under any definition. Preston 
has been made assistant to the admin- 
istrative secretary of the national ar- 
chives, which moves him from Capitol 
Hill, where he has‘been as much a fix- 
ture as the Capitol itself, to the hand- 
some new Archives Building. Here, 
where all of the Government’s historic 
documents are to be concentrated, 
Preston will have a much larger field 
in which to exercise his passion for 
digging into the neglected past. 

When Preston took over the press 
gallery, it was a sleepy enough place. 
A few dignified old gentlemen in top 
hats repaired there to write their 
pieces and to sleep. A great deal of 
the latter was done. They wrote in 
longhand, on a huge walnut table that 
took up almost all of one room. On 
the wall was a single telephone of the 
shelf-and-crank variety. But the old 
gentlemen looked upon it with a cer- 
tain skepticism as one of those dubi- 
ous, new-fangled contraptions. 

Glancing back, it seems to Jim Pres- 
ton as though all that had happened

A mine of information, he could 
always spare a moment or two to give 
a new correspondent background for a 
story—-what Senator Dolliver had said 
in his famous tariff speech in 1911, 
the amount carried in the last defi- 
ciency appropriation.

What 
was perhaps more important, he ar- 
ranged-for orderly release of the con- 
vention platform, putting an end to 
the confusion that had prevailed when 
correspondents sought to scoop one 
another in various desperate ways on 
this big story. 

For the sheer love of the game and

What he found 
there and rescued from decay and 
complete oblivion astonished everyone. 

He found the original handwritten 
copy which George Washington signed 
and then held when reading his firat 
inaugural address, and what made it 
even more extraordinary was the fact 
that the Library of Congress had for 
many years believed that the original 
copy of this document was in its ar- 
chives. Preston found the handwrit- 
ten draft of the first ten amendments 
to the Constitution, and this started 
him in search of all possible informa- 
tion on how these amendments were 
adopted. The result of this study may 
be put into a Senate document. 

Preston became so interested in 
methods for the preservation of his- 
toric documents that he paid his own 
way to Europe in order to study the 
technique used by the Record Office in 
London and the British Museum. That 
was last summer. He returned to the 
Senate files with numerous ideas for 
protecting the documents on which 
American history is founded. 

It is his latest talent, for research 
and historical writing, that Preston 
will exercise in the new Archives 
Building. But he will not entirely de- 
sert the newspaper correspondents, for 
part of his job will consist in supply- 
ing them with whatever information 
they may require from the archives. 
Just as during his term in the Sen- 
ate library he continued to serve as a 
mine of information for thé press. 

Veterans of Capitol Hill find the 
place strangely altered. And sudden- 
ly they realize that the tall, loose- 
jointed, swift-moving figure of Jim 
Preston is no longer to be seen dart- 
ing in and out of corridors, presiding 
over the larger affairs of state like a 
very human St. Peter. He has moved 
less than a mile away, but neverthe- 
less Capitol Hill is not the same, and 
it is more than possible that the next 
session of Congress will see a move to 
demand his return in some capacity.

Fishing’ (published by the Derry- 
dale Press), a big, handsome vol- 
ume, is the well-known novel- 
ist and bullfighting fan, Ernest 
Hemingway, whose specialty is 
fishing for marlin.

HERE are those who don’t 
consider they have had a 
good day unless they have 
spent eight hours tussling with a 
giant tuna, Others are satisfied if 
they can lure a nine-pound bone- 
fish, which swims like a torpedo 
when the hook strikes and has to 
be coaxed on a light tackle after 
reeling off 600 feet of line at a 
run. 

According to Hemingway, ‘‘It is 
the ability to work always close 
to the breaking point of your 
tackle and never break it that 
makes a real fisherman... , Talk 
of giving the fish a sporting 
chance on excessively fragile 
tackle seems nonsense when one 
realizes the sporting chance of- 
fered the fish is that of going off 
to die.’’
